
REMARK? 

Applicant has. detected an obvious error in claim 1. As 
pointed out in the amendment filed in response to the Office letter 
of January 31, 2002, claim 1 was amended to incorporate therein the 
concentration of the components found in the respective dependent 
claims. The reducing agent concentration was set forth in 
(canceled) claim 9, where it is given as 0.1-10% while the 
detergent concentration was set forth in (canceled) claim 7, where 
it is given as 50 to 30%. Through an inadvertent error, these 
concentration values were reversed in the previously filed 
amendment, and this obvious error is corrected with the present 
amendment . 

Entry of the amendment is accordingly respectfully solicited.
